Nixon Repeats Call for More 
Aid for College Students 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Nixon 
asked) 
Congress 


again today to revamp federal 
aid programs for college stu- 
dents to help an additional one 
million young people. 


The President's call came in a 


message to Congress that re- 
peated his reform proposals of 
last year. 


"The program which I am 


again 
submitting this 
year 


would 
benefit 
approximately 


one million more students that 
are currently receiving aid," 
Nixon said. 


"It would assure that federal 


funds go first, and in the largest 
amounts, to the neediest stu- 
dents in order to place them on 
an equal footing with students 
from higher-income families," 
he said. 


The President's proposals to 


shift major responsibility for 
student aid from the govern- 
ment to private lending institu- 
tions met opposition in Congress 
last year and were not passed. 


Critics charged the plan would 
actually decrease the amount of 
money available to middle class 
students. 


The President has budgeted 


only a $50 million increase to 
$632 million for government aid 
to students in the next fiscal 
year. But Education: Commis- 
sioner Sidney P. Marland said 
the amount of money available 
for student aid would jump from 
$970 million to $1.9 billion under 
the President's proposals be- 
cause of the shift from subsi- 
dized loans to guaranteed loans 
in the private sector. 


The President's proposals, for 


example, show complete elimi- 
nation of the $915 million in sub- 
sidized government loans to be 
replaced by $1 billion in unsub- 
sidized but guaranteed loans. 


The Presidlent also again pro- 


posed a $100 million National 
Foundation for Higher Educa- 
tion within the Office of Educa- 
tion to stimulate college innova- 
tions such as flexible curricula 


and televised instruction outside 
the classroom. 


The President did not mention 


the growing financial plight of 
the nation's colleges and univer- 
sities and offered no additional 
aid to meet institutional needs.

According 
to the Epilepsy Foundation of 
America's 
Information Cen- 


ter, even the most famous 
American 
f a t h e r 
of all, 


George 
Washington, 
had 
a 


stepchild with epilepsy. 


Martha Parke Custis (nick- 


named Patsy by the family), 
was the daughter of Martha 
Washington and her first hus- 
-.band, Daniel 
Custis. 
When 


Martha, a widow of 23, mar- 
ried George Washington, he 
accepted her little boy, Jack 
and her daughter, Patsy, as 
his own. 


Although 
a 
lively, 
dark- 


haired, pretty little girl. Patsy 
was a delicate child; and her 
mother, who had lost two 
other 
children 
in 
infancy, 


would scarcely let, Patsy or 
her brother out. of her sight. 


"1 carried my little Patt 


with me and 
left. Jacky at. 


home for a trial," she wrote 
about a 
family 
visit awav 


from home, "to see how well 
I 
could 
stay 
without him 


though we ware away but one 
fortnight I was quite impa- 
tient to get home. Tf 1 at aney 
time heard the dogge,-; bark>' 
or a noise out, I thought (hair 
was a person sent for me." 


Children Spoiled 


In the 
opinion of 
family 


friends, both George and Mar- 
tha 
thoroughly spoiled the 


children. The future President, 
particularly 
showered 
pres- 


ents on his little family, and 
the household accounts report 
orders for many fine imported 
clothes, including "1 Stiffened 
Coat, of Fashl. Silk," gloves 
stockings, "1 Fsh. drcst Rahy 
(doll)," and other toys, and "fi 
little. Books for Child'n Beg. to 
Read." Later, Patsy even had 
her own spinet, piano, care- 
fully shipped from Europe. 


Suddenly the calm of family 


life shattered — not, from the 
politjcal troubles that, were 
already building up in the 
country, but from the same 
condition that brings hardship 
and

to 4 million 


American families today. At 
the age of 12 Patsy Custis had 
an epileptic seizure.

And return 
they did.

How Did It Develop?

And if they had known, they 
M i l l would havp lacked the 
anti-convulsaiit. drugs that to- 


day bring seizure relief to a 
large number of epilepsy pa- 
tients 


Why did Patsy Custis devel- 


op epilepsy? Even today doc- 
tors are not sure why this 
most common of neurological 
disorders suddenly develops. 
Perhaps she received a head 
injury at some earlier time; 
perhaps she ran.a high fever 
which resulted in damaging 
convulsions as a young child. 
Or perhaps she incurred some 
unsiispectFri brain damage at 
birth. Whatever the reason, 
she had developed one of the 
most, common yet, mysterious 
of man's ailments. 


In r.pit.p of her illness, Patsy 


was encouraged to live the 
same kind of life as other 
young girls of her day. She 
was fortunate that, those who 
loved her fell, no need to hide 
her 
away or to hide her 


condition. She seems to have 
lived her short life quite free 


of the stigma that for many 
epilepsy patients is as much 
of a burden as the illness 
itself.

In a time when a stern hand

One 
wrote disapprovingly t h a t 
Martha Washington s h o u l d 
urge her daughter to 
fake 


more regular, moderate exer- 
cise and recommended a diet 
including barley water and a 
kind of weak porridge.

High Taste Sensitivity 
Can Cause Fussy Eating 


Have you ever wondered 


why one child will eat every- 
thing while another child is a 
fussy eater with many dis- 
likes, asks Helen Dawe, child 
development specialist at the 
University of Wisconsin. 


"High taste sensitivity may 


be an explanation for a finic- 
ky eater," she says. 


According to the UW spe- 


cialist, tests show that chil- 
dren vary in their sensitivity 
to sweet, 
sour, salty 
and 


bitter tastes. Children with a 
high sensitivity to taste are 
the fussiest eaters while chil- 
dren with low taste senstivjty 
accept a wider range of foods. 


However, taste sensitivity is 


only one answer to why some 
children 
are 
fussy 
eaters. 


There are a number of other 
possibilities. 


"When parents have a low 


knowledge of nutrition and a 
poor attitude about food their 
children are likely to be fussy 
eaters," she contends. Chil- 
dren tend to pick up the food 
dislikes of their parents. "If 
Dad won't eat spinach, why 
should I?" 


Children that are allowed to 


eat anything they want be- 
tween meals may be finicky 
eaters at meal times. This is 
a particular hazard to proper 
nutrition. When the child is 
filled up on soft drinks and 
candy his diet may be lacking 
in the necessary vitamins and 
minerals. 


Miss D a w e stated that 


"adults can build in 
food 


prejudices. You can indicate 
that certain foods are high in 
love, reward, prestige, celebr- 
ation, security or aifluence. 
"If you're good, you can have 
some eandy!" 


With sweets, parents have a 


tendency ta teach children 
that these are for when they 
are good, but aren't good for 
them. 


"A dinner table that be- 


comes a battle ground can 
turn even a good eater into a 
finicky eater. By forcing the 
child to eat disliked foods, 
fussing over a clean plate or 
making the child eat large 
quantities of food you can 
strengthen 
his food 
finicki- 


ness." 


Children naturally h a v e 


stronger food prejudices be- 
cause of their lack of experi- 
ence, says Miss Dawe. Some 
taste sensitifity can be ac- 
cepted. 


"To minimize food disjikes, 


don't 
associate 
punishment 


with basic foods. Give the 
child small servings from a 
wider range of choices. Try 
serving disliked foods in an- 
other form. Children can be 
reconditioned to associate a 
disliked food with a pleasura- 
ble experience." 


Not only is food finickiness 


a bother to parents, it will 
also be a bother to the child 
in later 
life, 
Miss 
Dawe 


contends.

Road Salt Shortage 
Could Strike Valley 


There could he a salt shortage 


in northeastern Wisconsin com- 
munities. 


This doesn't mean that-your 


food will have to taste flatfcut it 
could mean that your roads 
may be more hazardous than 
they should be. 


This winter has been partic- 


ularly snowy and rainy, and at 
least some salt suppliers in this 
part of the state apparently are 
finding they can sell more salt 
than they had shippedi in when 
the Great Lakes were ice-free. 


Fox Cities communities rely 


on these suppliers. Communities 
have been using much more salt 
than in past years, and a 
combination of a short supply 
and bad March weather condi- 
tions could produce serious con- 
sequences. 


The communities' p u b l i c 


works a r e n 't seriously con- 
cerned now but they admit that 
problems could arise if there 
were a shortage. 


Appleton has run out of salt, 


except for a fair amount of a 
sand-salt combination w h i c h 
serves more to provide traction 
than to immediately break up 
ice conditions. 


Robert Miller, city public 


works director, said the city has 
ordered an additional 300 tons of 
the mixture from Chicago at a 
premium price. Hopefully the 
supply will last the rest of the 
year, if it's used sparingly and 
if weather conditions are not too 
serious. He expected the ship- 
ment to arrive by truck Tuesday 
morning. 


"We're concerned more than 


usually, but we think we'll be 
able to get the job. done," he 
said. 


The city had ordered 2,000

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Fourth Court 
Unlikely in 71

Two state lawmakers agreed 


today that Outagamie County 
and several other Wisconsin 
counties s t a n d virtually no 
chance of getting additional 
court branches this year. 


The State Administrative 


Committee for the Court Sys- 
tem issued a report in Decem- 
ber in which it proposed that 
additional court branches be 
created in seven counties, in- 
cluding Outagamie, having rap- 
id population growth. 


The committee also proposed 


that court branches be dropped 
in counties of slower population 
growth and more than one 
court. Under the proposal, Wau- 
paca and Douglas counties 
would lose court branches in the 
near, future and courts in sev- 
eral other small counties would 
be cut as their judges retire. 


End of Line 


The proposal was reported out 


of both the Senate and Assem- 
bly judiciary committees, after 
hearings, and now rests with 
the Joint Finance Committee 
where, according to its co- 
chairmen, it apparently has hit 
the end of the line, at least for 
the time being. 


The Joint Finance Committee 


had been urged by proponents 
of new courts in the affected 


counties to seek quick action on 
the bill because candidates for 
any new judgeships would have 
to file nomination papers by 
Feb. 11. 


The new judges would have 


been elected in April and some 
of the additional court branches 
would have been operable by 
July 1. 


But, according to Rep. George 


Molinaro, D-Kenosha, Assembly 
chief on the joint finance unit, 
the court proposal was not 
reported in to his committee 
until Feb. 7, only four days 
before the judicial filing dead- 
line. 


Lack of action by the joint 


finance committee before the 
deadline, in itself, was a major 
deterrent in implementation of 
the court plan in 1971. 


Besides, according to Mol- 


inaro, at this point, in order to 
get the court bill on the floor 
before budget and tax bills are 
acted on, an " e m e r g e n c y 
clause" would have to be at- 
tached. 


And neither Molinaro nor Sen. 


Walter G. H o l l a n d e r , R- 
Rosendale, envision the pro- 
posed court additions as con- 
stituting an emergency. 


"We haven't been shown it's 


an emergency," said Hollander, 
whose joint finance committee 


conducted hearings on the court 
proposal last month.

'compensation and basic needs 
"un'il the need is gone," ac- 
cording to Ehricke, now that 
there is no county program to 
turn to. The property taxpayer 
carries the burden. 


Ehricke served on a state 


task force that recently submit- 
ted a report to the legislature 
proposing improvements in the 
welfare s y s t e m . Reinstating 
AFDC-U is one of the task 
force's proposals. 


Welfare costs fluctuate in 


mysterious ways. Ehricke's an- 
nual report, for instance, shows 
that 1969 welfare costs were 
aanong the lowest in years, 
totaling $70,518. But Ehricke 
can't readily explain the lag, he 
said, without a detailed examin- 
ation o£ case files. 


He guessed that medical costs 


might help explain it. One 
major medical case can add 
thousands of dollars to the 
expenses, he pointed out. 


Of the total 1970 costs, $30,360 


was for administrative expenses 
and $69,892 went to relief recip- 
ients in the form of aid. 


The major share of the ad- 


ministrative expense was sal- 


aries, totaling $27,946. 


The biggest single item of 


relief was shelter, costing $21,- 
614, 
followed by food, $17,157. 


Hospitalization is third largest, 
:osting $13,280, with an addi- 
tional $5,735 for medical and 
dental expenses. 


Other communities paid the 


city $20,189 for services pro- 
vided by Appleton to legal 
residents of other areas.

A. Steiger, R-Oshkosh, one of 
the speakers for the Lincoln 
Day dinner attended by over 
200 GOPers. It was a refer- 
ence to S. N. Pickard, a 
developer of the new restau- 
rant-hotel. 


Others included Atty. Gen. 


Robert Warren, who said he's 
"had it just about up to here" 
with radicals who deface and 
hurl insults at the American 
flag, and Jack Steinhilber, R- 
Oshkosh, who again attacked 
Gov. Patrick Lucey's criti- 
cism of the Vietnam war. 


Party Leader 


Warren, whom Steiger said 


came out of the 1970 elections 
"the leader of this party," 
said he's "had it with these 
kind of punks" who criticize 
the country and the flag "with 
no concept whatever of what 
sacrifices that flag stands 
for" in terms of past wars 
fought and sacrifices made. 


How a person feels about 


the American flag, Warren 


said, "is a pretty good indica- 
tion of how he feels about his 
country," and he said he had 
become an "angry American" 
with radicals who deface it. 


"Let's be flag wavers and 


proud of it," he exhorted his 
fellow Republicans. 


Warren also urged the audi- 


ence to participate in the 
political process because al- 
though "few of us will have 
the greatness to bend history 
itself ... each of us can work 
to change a small portion of 
events. For it is only through 
numberless diverse acts of* 
courage and belief that human 
history is finally shaped." 


Lucey Critk 


Steinhilber, who criticized 


Lucey's statements on the 
Indochina war earlier this 
week, said the 
governor's 


speech Thursday at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin showed 
that he is trying to "blame 
any forthcoming state tax 
increase on the Pentagon. 


"That's hard to believe," 


Steinhilber said. He said the 
governor's outspoken criticism 
of the war was actually an 
"excuse" to the taxpayer to 
"fork over an even higher 
percentage of their incomes" 
to finance state operations. 


Lucey said this week that 


the war has helped put the 


state in financial trouble, but 
he said that will not prevent 
him from including teacher 
pay raises in his March 2 
budget request. 


Steinhilber said that "in 


none of the governor's many 
statements on the war has he 
mentioned who it was who 
sent troops to Vietnam in the 
first place," meaning former 
Democratic President Lyndon 
Johnson, not Republican Pres- 
ident Richard Nixon. 


Nixon is "bringing our boys 


home" after Johnson failed to 
do so, he said. 


"Yes, Patrick Lucey, I nev- 


er thought I'd see the day 
. . . when you would be com- 
plaining that the federal gov- 
ernment is growing too big" 
or eroding the power of the 
states, Steinhilber said, 


Flying Edsel 


It was "McNamara and his 


band in the Pentagon that 
gave us the flying Edsel (F- 
111 fighter-bomber, that cost 
lots of money but has failed to 
perform up to expectations)," 
Steinhilber said. 


McNamara (former Defense 


Secretary) has also created a 
"monstrosity" out of the Pen- 
tagon, he said. It was "not 
our party that created the 
huge bureaucracy in Washing- 
ton. It was the Governor's 
party." 


Steiger aiso uttered uncom- 


plimentary words about Lu- 
cey. When a train tooted its 
horn as it passed by the 
Ramada Inn, Steiger said he 
"thought that was Pat Lucey 
passing by the door." 


Steiger also talked about 


what he said was a "rather 
serious defeat" for the GOP 
nation-wide in the 1970 elec- 
tions, and said the party must 
take the six goals President 
Nixon outlined in his state of 
the union message to weld 
together a "p o s i t i v e " ap- 
proach to win in the 1972 
campaign. 


'Positive Program' 


He said the GOP, in 1972, 


must "carry on a campaign 
based on a positive program" 
including Nixon administra- 
tion and Republican goals. 
"We're not, I hope, going to 
make that mistake in 1972," 
he said, referring to GOP 
campaign strategy 
in 1970 


that lacked a "positive" ap- 
proach. 


He also predicted that the 


Democratically-controlled Con- 
gress is "probably going to 
turn down almost all propo- 
sals" made by Nixon in his 
State of the Union message. 


Withhold Aids 


Warren, at a press confer- 


ence earlier, said it would be 
"worth thinking about" propo- 


sals that would allow the state 
to withhold shared aids from 
local communities who failed 
to meet state pollution abate- 
ment orders. 


He said a similar thing is 


already allowed with counties 
who do not remit funds that 
they owe the state: the state 
withholds that 
amount at 


shared-aids. 


He admitted that the state 


hasn't "got any big penalties 
to date" against pollution 
violators prosecuted by his 
office upon referral from the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR). One of the 
latest orders referred there 
from the DNR is one involv- 
ing the Neenah-Menasha sew- 
age plant. 


The department must take 


action on that by Feb. 25. 


Warren said that environ- 


mental efforts consisted of a 
"lot of sputtering and falter- 
ing at various times" right 
after the 1965 Water Quality 
Act was passed, but that the 
"thing is starting to gain a 
little momentum now." 


He said the basic enforce- 


ment tools are already there, 
although "some things can be 
done to improve" them and 
his office will have some 
proposals effecting environ- 
mental legal procedures "in 
the next couple of weeks."

"I am asking you to think 


about it carefully, weigh the 
unction and workability of each 
committee and bring in your 
recommendations and — or 
suggestions at the next council 
meeting," Kramer said. "As I 
see it, these changes would 
enable us to cover new and 
sorely needed areas, cut put 
some duplications and ineffici- 
encies and make our work 
simpler and more effective." 


Traffic, Safety Committee 
The first change he proposed 


was the establishment of a 
traffic and safety committee. 
'Right now there is no place to 


go with traffic problems within 
the council structure," he point- 
ed out. During the past year, 
the council has had several joint 
meetings with the Chamber of 
Commerce and local business- 
men to discuss the handling of 
traffic in downtown Waupaca. 


Meeting with the District 


c0111-] Highway Department, obtaining 


a study of traffic from the 
American Automobile Associa- 
ti6n and independent study has 
brought some proposals to the 
council, including the installa- 
tion of signal lights at Fulton 
and Main Streets and at the 
Main and Badger Streets inter- 
section, and establishing one 
way streets in the downtown 
area.

'City of Metropolitan Milwaukee' 


Among the most striking of the novel 


propositions thus far introduced into the 
new legislature at Madison is a bold, 
perhaps visionary scheme to eliminate 
all of the numerous local governments 
within Milwaukee County, and the 
county itself, and reconstitute the whole 
under a single government that would be 
known as "The 
City of Metropolitan 


Milwaukee." 


It reflects the familiar theme 


enunciated 
by 
Mayor 
Maicr of 


Milwaukee in his analysis of his city's 
troubles in the midst of affluent suburbs, 
and to some degree the spirit of the 
recent speech by Gov. Lucey about the 
problems flowing from the fragmented 
taxing and service authorities in the 
state's major metropolitan district. The 
blue-print of Rep. Tobiaz of Milwaukee 
as principal author is perhaps visionary 
to an extreme rarely observed at the 
capitol. (For reasons that doubtless will 
be clarified later, Rep. 
Grover of 


Shawano County is listed as one of the 
co-sponsors of the proposition which 
otherwise lists only Milwaukee city 
legislators.) 


The plan will be a useful one, if only to 


employ the superior resources of the 
legislative forum for the promulgation of 
the essentially simple causes of fiscal 
and other difficulties in most of the 
urban communities of substantial size in 
this country. They are afflicted on the 
one hand with a contraction of their 
revenue base with the flight of the self- 
sufficient and the affluent to the havens 
of the suburbs, and the immigration of 
thousands of dependents and low income 
earners who generate costly rises in the 
per capita expenditure for the services 
of the parent city. 


Milwaukee finds itself in a virtually 


unmanageable situation because of the 
lack of foresight of its leadership 30 or 40 
or more years ago when suburban 
growth prospects could already be 
perceived. It is only fair to 
add, 


however, that like other cities in 


Wisconsin it has also been unfairly 
impeded by indifferent legislatures that 
have consistently refused to modernize 
annexation laws to recognize ur- 
banization. Today with every square 
mile within Milwaukee County in- 
corporated there is no way for the city to 
pursue the annexation rouje of ex- 
panding its boundaries and to recapture 
many of the residents who ft re identified 
with it in all except legal technicalities 
and ihus in adjust service costs to 
benefits rendered. 


We have no illusions about the 


prospects for 
the 
"metropolitan 


Milwaukee" concept. Even in the 
unlikely event that the legislature ap- 
proves the idea, it faces the formidable 
hurdle of constitutional amendment. A 
constitutional change requires approval 
by two successive sessions of the 
legislature, which gives the militant, 
well 
endowed, 
determined 
and 


resourceful foes twice the opportunity to 
make their pressures felt that is"af- 
forded on a simple statutory proposition. 
And when the amendment is twice ap- 
proved — if it is — it must be ratified by 
a majority vote of the people of 
Wisconsin, which is an obstacle yet more 
formidable. 


But that does not mean this is an 


exercise in futility. At worst, it will be an 
exercise in civic education, a means to 
remind 
the. unfortunately 
numerous 


residents of Wisconsin who are oblivious 
and indifferent to the vast and con- 
tinuing changes in the complexion of the 
population of Wisconsin what they imply 
in the way of aggravating troubles and 
worsening crisis for all. Milwaukee's 
illness will affect all of us. Succor for a 
decaying metropolis will mean that the 
state will be compelled to provide stop- 
gap aids, which will tax the residents of 
Pensaukee and Combined Locks and 
Weyauwega and Oconto Falls for the 
default of Milwaukee's immediate 
neighbors. 


Doing Good Deeds in Vietnam 


When Americans grow sick of 


reading about the horrors of My Lai and 
the destruction we have wrought in 
South Vietnam in our sincere efforts lo 
protect that country from the 
Com- 


munists, they could do well to consider 
what Dr. Patricia Smith has done in the 
Kontum region of South Vietnam, only a 
few miles from the Ho Chi Minh Trail. 


Dr. Smith went to Vietnam in 1959 


after joining the Grail, an international 
Roman Catholic organization. First she 
worked in a leprosarium and then in a 
five bed dispensary in Kontum. She 
began studying patients among the 
primitive Montagnards, a primitive 
people. She found them to be disease 
ridden with tuberculosis, malaria, 
cholera, scrub typhus, plague and 
dysentery. Since they believed that such 
ills came from evil spirits, they did not 
turn to a woman doctor from (lie United 
States with any great enthusiasm. But 
after she had cured a few people they 
began to respond. 


In 1963 money from the German 


Bishops' Relief Fund built Minh Quy 
Hospital with forty beds outside of 
Kontum. The facilities may still have 
been inadequate by modern American 
standards, but for Dr. Smith and hoi- 
assistants they were marvelous. Since 
1963 more than 27,000 patients have been 
admitted to the hospital and Dr. Smith 
has visited a lot of other patients in their 
primitive huts. Women do not come to 
the hospital to have their babies, for 
instance, because of the crowded con- 


ditions. And when a patient comes, his 
family comes along, camps outside the 
hospital, and often is a lot of help. There 
is no charge for hospital treat merit or 
care and funds come primarily from 
church sources. However, the Mon- 
tagnards also contribute food and labor 
when they can. 


By 1967 the escalated war put the 


hospital in danger. One night it was 
attacked by North Vietnamese soldiers, 
a German nurse was kidnapped, one 
patient was killed and several others 
deliberately wounded. The enemy 
soldiers said they wanted "the American 
women" but Dr. 
Smith, the only 


American there at the time, said they 
didn't really search the place and she 
"was 
lying on the bathroom 
floor 


shaking." After the attack the medical 
group had lo move back into Konlurn but 
when she was in the United States for the 
first time in twelve years last Christ- 
mas, Dr. Smith said she intended to try 
lo reopen the hospital. 


"1 kind of found my thing. 1 really feel 


I belong in Kontum. It's pretty much 
home now." Dr. Smith also found a 
family when she adopted the seventh 
child of a Monlagnard couple after (he 
mother was killed in a Viet Cong raid. 


B r u t a l i t y , murder, rape, mass 


destruction — all these some Americans 
have brought to Vietnam. Dr. Smith's 
charity combined with the dedicated 
use of her skills and education has 
helped to-balance (he slate a little.

He knelt to 
kiss the soil while thousands 
cheered, church bells rang and 
ship sirens wailed. 


His heroic 78-day crossing 


aboard the 13%-foot boat had 
sparked the imagination of arm- 
chair adventurers around the 
world 


Sunday night Manry died aft- 


er suffering a heart attack while 
riding in a car with his wife of 
four months. 


He was 52. 
Manry was fulfilling a child- 


hood dream when he left his job 
as a copy editor ait the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer at the age of 
47 and. set sail from a deserted 
pier at Falmouth, Mass. 


He avoided shipping lanes but 


found some big ships did, too 
"Eve*y so often some great 
steamer would come bearing 
down," he said. 


And he was bothered by big 


waves—some 20 feet high, three 


feet above his mast For accu- 
rate navigation in the bobbing 
craft he took six or more sight- 
ings of the sun with his sextant 
then took an average.

He was not prepared for the 


acclaim. He had expected to re- 
turn to his copy editor's job, but 
wound up on a speaking tour 
He a^so wrote a best-selling 
book about the voyage. 


Tirtkerbelle, which he pur- 


chased in 1958 and mostly re- 
built, was exhibited in several 
cities at $500 to $1,000 per ap- 
pearance. It was his first sail- 
boat and was 37 years old when 
it crossed the Atlantic. 


Manry, born June 2, 1918, in 


the Himalayan foothills commu- 
nity of Lartdour, was the son of 
a Presbyterian missionary. He 
moved to the United States in 
1937. 


When he died, Manry was vis- 


iting the friends who had intro- 
duced him to his second wife, 
the former Jean Lafferty of 
Pittsburgh They were married 
Nov.

United States has offered West 
Europeans a significant role in 
future space flights, State De- 
partment officials say, but not 
the blank check the Europeans 
sought in helping launch their 
own satellites.

level meeting in Washington on 
possible European participation 
in the spaee program after the 
Apollo man-to-the-moon trips.

One U S. authority estimated
